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NEW MOUTH CANCER TEST 


A simple and painless test for mouth 
cancer has proved very efficient for early 
diagnosis in a three-year trial by dentists 
of the Brooklyn, N. Y., Veterans Admin- 
istration Hospital. 

The technique involves taking a smear 
or scraping from the mouth for micro- 
scopic examination, Dr. Henry Sandler, 
the hospital’s chief of dental service, said. 
Its accuracy as a cancer test compares 
favorably with that of biopsy. In fact, 
the test often reveals the presence of 
cancer cells when the first biopsy does 
not. However, it is not a substitute for 
biopsy, Dr. Sandler said. When the test 
findings indicate cancer, the doctor makes 
several biopsies, if necessary, to confirm 
the diagnosis. 

The smear technique may be widely 
used by dentists to check on harmless 


appearing lesions of the mouth. A coop- 
erative study to determine the wide-scale 
usefulness of the technique has been 
begun by dentists at 12 VA stations.
